' told the Associated Press.

^fihn "Convoy" for many. The protests seemed like an 
act of desperation by people who clearly are strug- 
gling. .'

Consumer-product safety a top priority 



As I started to write a col- 
umn on consumer product 
safety; I learned that the U.S. 
Senate had passed a strong re- 
form bill to control the growing 
number of unsafe products. ■ 

That bill and a House ver- 
sion that was adopted last year 
will be worked out by Senate- 
House conferees and con- 
sumers should look forward to 
the day when manufacturers 
must adhere to stronger safety 
•standards. President George W 
Bush has indicated that he will 
sign the bill even though he 
has reservations of some parts 
of the legislation. 
• Consumers have been 
warned for years "let the buyer 
beware." That was sort of the 
principle in the market - when 
you buy something, you took 
every precaution that the prod- 
uct was what you wanted at the 
price that is advertised. ■ 

That principle doesn't mean 
that the seller, or the manufac- 
turer, are absolved from re- 
sponsibility in the sales trans- 
action. 

As far as I'm concerned, if 
the buyer is supposed to be- 
ware, the. manufacturer ought 
to doubly beware. In other 
words, buyers should have the

presumption that products are 
safe in every respect. 

Unfortunately, too many 
products sold in America are 
accidents waiting to happen. 
What is cause for real concern 
is that the greatest number of 
unsafe products sold here are ' 
made in China. Of 447 products 
recalled last year by the 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, 298 were manu- 
factured in China. 
Comparatively, 113 were made 
in the U.S.A. 

I have never understood 
when people complain to me 
that everything should be 
deregulated, You've heard it 
said, "get the government out 
of business." That's easy to say. 
But, with no regulation, no 
oversight of standards, and no 
enforcement, you can imagine 
that the injuries and deaths 
caused by unsafe products 
would increase. 



It is important because it 
would provide a database giv- 
ing information to the public to 
strengthen its right to know of 
consumer complaints of un- 
safe products and who is mak- 
ing those products. 

There have been horrific ex- 
amples of toy and crib safety 
complaints that have been ne'g- 
le'c'ed even after the products 
brought deaths to children. 

Many complaints were se- 
creted until a Chicago Tribune 
series,"Hidden Hazards," made 
the issue that the federal 
agency could not be relied 
upon to quickly react to spot 
dangerous products and to re- 
move and recall the products 
off the market. 

For one thing, the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, by 
design, didn't have the person- 
nel or resources to do an effec- * 
five job. The commission has 
often protected the manufac- 
turer rather than the consumer. 

Regulation is one thing but 
when the regulating agency 
and government take sides 
with the wrongdoer, that's mis- 
feasance. 

, The Bush administration 
has purposely underb.udgeted 
the agency It has also had the 



gall to stack the regulatory 
commission with chairmen 
and members aligned with the 
American Manufacturers' 
Association. That's like "spit- ; 
ting in the face" of consumers. , 

The American 
Manufacturers Association has 
argued that providing a data- 
base will cause confusion be- 
cause some complaints might 
be trivial and some will expose 
industry trade secrets. 

But, the agency can ferret 
out minor complaints and in- 
formation not relevant to get- 
ting after unsafe products. 

No one is after the. over- 
whelming number of responsi- 
ble manufacturers; it's weeding 
out unsafe products that we're 
after. 

I believe what is Important 
is making certain that all prod- 
ucts sold are safe. ' - 

When you allow wrongdoers 
to get away with their wrongs, 
they are pre-disposed to repeat 
those wrongs. We can't let that . 
happen by ' allowing unsafe 
products on the market endan- 
gering the health and safety of. 
all Americans.

Acne was once thought to be confined to that 
awkward period of adolescence. Teenagers 
cursed it, taking solace" in the idea that 
those huge zits erupting right before their big dates 
would disappear by adulthood-. 

Now it seems as if everyone has acne, even well 
into their 20s and 30s. Celebrities like Jessica 
Simpson and Jennifer Love Hewitt can be seen 
promoting Proactiv Solution on infomercials. 
Google has more than 1 million results for the 
search "adult acne." 

But to dermatologists, adult acne is nothing 
new. There simply is more awareness that pimples 
'can be a 'nuisance beyond the teenage years. 

"It's called just 'acne' in the medical communi- 
ty," said Dr. Amy Derick, a Barrington-based der- 
matologist. "There's an old wives' tale that you're, 
supposed to grow out of acne. That doesn't neces- 
sarily happen." . 

Acne often is hormone-related, but other fac- 
tors such as hair follicle structure and bacteria 
also can cause it, Derick said. She cites a study of 
749 people 25 and older that showed 54 percent of 
women suffered from physiologic acne. The condi- 
tion was present in 40 percent of men. 

"Females get it more than males," she said. 

Common treatments for acne include oral 
antibiotics and anti-hormone medication such as 
spironolactone, Derick said. For some women, 
birth control pills also can help reduce pimples. 

What's- not recommended is trying to pop the 



Acne treatment dos and don'ts 

; • DO have a proper skin-care regimen.. Although you 
don't want to dry the skin by overwashing, it is important 
to wash your face before bed each night. This helps to rid 
the skin of makeup and oil, as well as any dirt 
accumulated throughout the day. 

• DQNT try to pop pimples yourself or pick at them. This 
can make the condition worse and could cause scarring. If 
the problem persists, seek, the help of a dermatologist. 

• D0N7 eat too many processed or fried foods. Instead, 
try foods rich in Omega-3 fatty acid, such as salmon and 
fresh fruits such as cantaloupe and berries. ■ ( 

• DO use acne treatments that also offer anti-aging 
elements.
